Sixth Crop Report. 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 


Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
July 4, 1925 


Warm weather accompanied by hot 
dry winds during the past werk has 
made a distinct change in the crop 
situation over most of the province, 
The grain is still showing a healthy, 
vigorous growth but the stace has 
been reached where mote rain will 
be needed within another week if 
actual damage and lessening of ulti- 
mate yield is not to be the result, 

In a number of districts in the 
southern part of the province the hot 
weather and winds have already had 
a damaging effect on the wheat now 
headed out, the heads showing a 
shrunken condition that will mean a 
25 per cent. decrease in the yield. In 
these districts the most that can be 
hoped for now is that the unaamaged 
Portions of the heads will fill. 

Generally speaking the situation 
continues to be satisfactory. The 
wheat is rapidly coming into the shot 
blade, and in some districts in the 
south the early wheat is already head- 
ing out. Fall rye is well advanced. 
and the first cutting of alfalfa is 
under way. Range conditions continue 
excellent, and the prospects are at 
present for plenty of feed. There is 
ample labor for present needs. 

It becomes more apparent as the 
season advances that the first esti- 
mates of wheat acreage will suffer, 
considerable revision when the final 
figures are available. The indications 
now are that there will be practically 
no increase in the general wheat 
acreage over the province, the addition 
to acreage in some districts. being 
More than offset by the very large 
area withdrawn from wheat produc- 
tion in the south-eastern districts at 
a result of the removal of many 
farmers to other parts. These farm- 
ers for the most part have taken up 
farms already cultivated so that they 
will bring practically no new wheat 
acreage into calculation. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has moved a total 
of 900 families in the past two years, 
and it is estimated that twice as many 
more have moved of their own vola- 
tion. 

There is also to be considered the 
fact that a good deal of the area in 
the eastern central districts affected 
by worms has been re-seeded to other 
crops and withdrawn from the general 
wheat acreage. 

i NO estimate of wheat yields is as 
yet being attempted, but the situation 
ig being surveyed with the view of 
making as estimate shortly. Some 
districts expect record yields, while 
others which have suffered from wire- 
worms and cutworms, and from the 
damaging effect of the hot, dry weath- 
er, will have considerably lowered 
yields, ’ 

Damage from hail has not been 
extensive as yet. 


Most of the engine troubles you 
have are the result of neglecting to 
take a few simple precautions. Few 
owners ‘give their cars the regular 
care they should receive. About an 
hour a week is all the time it: takes 
to give a car the attention it needs, 
and will save you many hours delay on 
the road and dollars in repair bills. 

Lubrication 

This is perhaps the most import- 
ant thing that needs to be attended 
to regtlarly. Use the correct grade 
Imperial Polarine Motor Oils design- 
ed for the Ford car. The oil in a 
Ford lubricates the clutch and trans- 
mission as well as the cylinders and 
bearings. If it is too heavy, it causes 
the clutch to stick and makes the 
engine very hard to start. If on the 
other hand the oil is too thin, it has 
hot sufficient body to lubricate the 
cylinders and bearings properly. 

Once every 600-800 miles drain off 
all the old oil, This is best done just 
after coming in from a run when the 
engine is warm. Unscrew the drain 
plug and allow the old oi] to drain 
off, then replace the plug. Now pour 
into the crankcase some Imperial 
Flushing Oil, then after turning OFF 
the Ignition Switch, turn the engine 
over a few times with the hand crank, 
ar about a minute with the Starter. 
This will swill the mixture all around 
the inside of the engine and wash 
down the grit and dirt. Now remove 
the drain plug and after blocking the 
sear wheels securely, jack up the front 
axle as high as possible to drain 
thoroughly. Then replace plug and 
fill up with a fresh supply of oil. Be- 
fore you start the engine, turn it over 
smartly twenty or thirty times to get 
the fresh oil worked into the cylinder 
walls and bearings. 

Gasoline System 

Once a month drain off about half 
a pint of gasoline from the Sediment 
Bulb at the bottom of the gasoline 
tank, and a little from the drain cock 
at the bottom of -the Carburetor. 
Water and dirt collect in the Sediment 
Bulb and unless you draw it off 
occasionally, it is liable to cause 
trouble. In winter time, the water 
may sometimes freeze in the bottom 
of the bulb or in the Carburetor Float 
Chamber, and will have to be thawed 
out with hot cloths. Once or twice a 
ieason, disconnect the gasoline pipe 
at the sediment bulb and screw off the 
tap at the side of the bulb, then re- 
nove the wire screen and see that it 
‘s clear. 


Megneto Contact 

About once a month, remove the 
Magneto Contact to see that there is 
no fluff or transmission band ravel- 
ings collected round it.” Look in the 
hole out of which you took the Con- 
bact and see that it is clean. This 
fluff collects and causes misfiring and 
sometimes a complete stop. This 
simple precaution five minutes once 
a month may save you a lot of trouble. 

Spark Plugs 

Once every 800 miles remove all 
Spark Plugs and set the gaps. One 
of the best ways to clean spark plugs, 
‘s to soak them in a mixture of kero- 
sene and alcoho! all night, then in the 
morning the carbon on the porcelain 
can be rubbed off with a piece of rag. 
NEVER use emery cloth or sand 
paper to clean the porcelain, It has 
a highly glazed surface that is easily 
scratched. When the glaze becomes 
roughtened, it quickly oils up again. 
The points of the plug and the metal 
parts can, of course be cleaned with 
emery cloth. The gap in the plugs 
should be 1/32” or the thickness of a 
WORN dime apart. If the points are 
set TOO CLOSE, the engine will mis- 
fire at LOW SPEEDS or when ac- 
celerating from low speeds. If the 
gap is TOO WIDE, the engine will 
misfire principally at HIGH SPEEDS. 

Valves 

The valves on a Ford Car are ex- 
amined in just the same way as on 
any other car, the only difference is 
that the clearance on a Ford must 
never be Jess than 1/64” nor more 
than 1/382”, 


Fire at Innisfail- 


Fire, originating in the kitchen, 
partially destroyed the Alberta hotel, 
at Innisfail, early Monday , morning. 
The flames were discovered about 3.20 
a.m. and in ten minutes they were 
licking the roof at the’ rear of the 
building. Prompt action by the town 
fire brigade, which had the chemical 
engine with two lines of hose playing 
on the blaze in a few minutes, con- 
fined the damage to the rear of the 
hotel.”

Battery 

Keep the battery terminals clean 
and tight, and .make sure that the 
battery is wedged firmly in its case 
and cannot shake about. If the termi- 
nals are corroded, clean them with 
a little ammonia, then smear with 
vaseline. Once a week in summer and 
every two weeks in winter take out 
the plugs on top of the battery and 
test each cell with Hydrometer.

Strangers, travelling upon the railways in Canada 
find pleasure in passing through a country that 
{s new and fresh and possessing a wild, primitiye 
randeur practically untarnished. But in no small 
egree this pleasure is heightened and contributed 
to by a wonderful transformation wrought artificially 
by the lavish use of trees and flowers which have 
heen planted and cultivated under the supervision of 
expert horticulturists employed for the purpose by 
the railway company. 

The most striking example of what can be effected 
by this means is to be seen along the Canadian Pa- 
cific tracks through the Prairie Provinces, according 
to an article on the subject in the April “Landscape 
Architecture” by E. L. Chicanot. 7 

“Along the more than three thousand miles of 
main line,” writes Mr. Chicanot, “there were naturally

The result of this again waa so impressive thet 
a special atudy was made of the whole question, and 
subsequently it was decided to engage in the work 
thoroughly and systematically and to add an egpert 
horticulturalist to the staff.” 

“The work since that time (1908) has grown tre- 
mendously, each year seeing a number of new gar- 
dens laid out about the company’s stations until te- 
day the Canadian Pacific Railway has the largest 
number of gardens of any railway company in the 
world, 4

Mayton himsclf, and a score of 
sturdy rogues whom his whistle had 
summoned, were crouching for shelter 
amid the wreckage of the forecastle 
with grapnels ready. Within seven 
or eight yards of the Victorieuse, when 
their way seemed spent, and thélr for 
ward deck already awash under the 
eyes of the jeering, cheering French- 
men, those men leapt up and forward, 
and hurled their gsapnels across the 
chasm. Of the four they flung, two 
reached the Frenchman's decks, and 
fastened there. Unhesitatingly all 
threw themselves upon the chain of 
one of those grapnels, neglecting the 
other, and heaved upon it with all 
their might to warp the ships together, 
Blood sent out his voice in a clarion 
call: 


“Musketeers to the prow!” 


Fifty of them dashed forward jn- 
stantly, and from the ruins of the 
forecastle they blazed over the heads 
of Hayton’s men, mowing down the 
French soldiers who, unable to dis- 
lodge the frons, firmly held where 
they had deeply bitten into the tim- 
bers of the Victorieuse, were them- 
selves preparing to fire upon the grap- 
nel crew. Sf 

Starboard to starboard the two ships 
swung against cach other with a jar- 
ring thud, The advance guard of 
boarders, a hundred strong, were ord- 
ered to the poop, grapnel-men were 
posted, and prompt to obey Blood's 
command at the very moment of im- 
pact, As a result, the foundering 
Arabella was literally kept afloat by 
the half-dozen grapnels that in an in- 
stant moored her firmly to the Viec- 
toricuse. 

Led now by Blood himself, they 
launched themselves upon the French 
like hounds upon the stag they have 
brought to bay. For fully half-an- 
hour that battle raged aboard the 
Frenchman. The French, resisted 
stubbornly, and they had the adyant- 
age of numbers to encourage them. 
But for all thetr stubborn valor, they 
ended by being pressed back and back 
across the decks that were dangerous- 
ly canted to starboard by the pull of 
the water-logged Arabella. The buc- 
caneers fought with the desperate fury 
of men who know that retreat 1s im- 
possible, for there was no ship to 
which they could retreat, and here 


they must prevail and make the Vic- |! 


torieuse their own, or perish.

This is a rare and proud dis- 
tinction, because our national emblem, 
the maple, cannot exist in many parts | 
of our couatry. The peony requires 
less care than any other plant or 
shrub, and will succeed in any good 
| garden soil, provided it is exposed to 
| sunlight and is well drained. Given 
| these simple conditions, and if it is 
| not planted more than two or three 
{inches below the surface of the soll, it 
| will grow in any province of the Do- 
|minion, even the Klofdyke, he says. 

The varieties which Mr. Roy intends 
exhibiting at Wembley will include 
such rare sorts as La France, Solange, 
Tourangelle,/ Sarah Bernhardt, Ln- 
chantresse and Avalanche—all of 
which are seldom seen in such per- 
fection in English gardens.
